Jnftant  His  Majcfty's  Frigate  The  Bollon  appeared  otl'ihjs  I  larljuir  to  take 
a  Pilot  for  the  American  Coafh  i  upon  which  Bripaditr  (itmral  Of'jlvie 
ordered  the  Signals  of  Al.irin  to  be  made.  I'he  King's  Nova  .Scotia  Re. 
giuicnt  were  in  a  few  Minutes  paraded,  and  the  Firll  iJattalion  of  JIalif'aic 
Mihtia  aflcmbled,  completely  armed,  in  Iiftien  Minutes,  before  thcGovern- 
iHcnt  Houfe.  It  gives  mc  great  IMeafure  in  reporting  the  Alacrity  and 
Loyalty  this  Militia  Battalion  manifelled  u|)on  thisOccafion;  and  I  am 
fully  perfuadcd  they  will  amply  jullify  mv  Confidence  in  them,  whencvei 
His  Majefty's  Service  may  call  them  info  Action.

In  confequcnic  of  the  ftrong  Naval  Forrr  of  the  Enemy,  which  has  bfen

jiutting  this  Marl><)ur  in  fuch  a  State  of  Defence  as  our  Strength  would 
admit  of,  by  repairing  fomc  of  the  Batteries,  an;l  erecting  a  new  One  (in 
the  Room  of  Two  others)  wliich  lias  been  rxeruted  with  the  llriAelt 
Q^'conomy  (  ami  I  have  Reafun  to  trud  we  fliall  be  able  to  repel  a  con- 
flJerable  Sea  l*'orce.

I,  imiTif  diatcly  ronfultctl  with,  fingadier  General  Ogilvie  and  Commif- 
fioner  Dunca'i,  who  arc  both  fully  of  the  Opinion  that  the  Expedition  is 
ineoitated  againft  Halifax }  and  it  was  alfo  our  Opinion  that  the  prcff  nt 
Garrilbn,  and  the  Two  Battalions  of  Militia  in  the  Town  and  its  immedi- 
ate Vicinity,  were  not  adequate  to  the  Defence  of  the  Town  and  Hatttour 
againll  luch  a  Eorce  as  was  coUefted,  and  may  be  expefted  to  attack.

Briifn  Trade  navip;a;ing  in  and  near  the  Cnilpli  of  Saint  Lawrence.  About 
a  Tlvjufand  and  Fifry  F.Heftives,  exclufive  of  Ollicers,  marched  into  Town 
T.-ith  :vl  pclTible  Speed  and  Alacrity.  Pirhnps  a  finer  Body  of  athletic, 
healthy,  young  Men  were  never  aflembled  in  any  CountrVj  nor  Men  more 
determined  to  do  their  Duty.  They  performed  their  Marcii  witli  great 
Celerity.  Captain  Wiliett's  Company,  of  Colonel  Barcl.iy's  Legion,  Part 
o''whcm  were  on  Duty  at  Annapolis  the  prccedir.g  Day,  an.l  had  marched 
ll(;me  Siueen  Miks,  niarciied  to  Halifax,  One  hundred  and  Thirty-Hve 
Miles,  in  Thirty-fiv;  Hours  travelling.  Every  Divilion  as  they  arrived 
v;ere  completely  armed  from  tlie  King's  Stores,  on  my  Requifition  to 
Brigadier  (Jeneral  Ogilvie,  v.iio  alfo  with  great  Readinefs  ilfued  to  them 
every  Accommodation  of  I'arracks  and  Neceilaries,  thic  were  unoccupietl 
by  the  Troops  in  tlie  Garrifon.  The  Men  immediately  applied  thcmfelves 
I';  Military  l.xercifes,  and,  being  every  Man  ufed  to  Arms,  acquired  great

The  Schoonei  brought  Intelligence,  that  the  French  Fleet  that  had  failed 
from  New  York,  the  People  had  mutinied,  and  the  Fleet  bore  away  for 
Fraacc.

IN  my  L'.  ttrr  of  i!io  :i{l  of  June,  I  had  the  Honour  to  Ir.forni  y  u  of 
the  Arriv.il  of  The  Al'gator  fiom  Saint  I'iciri-'s  t'  e  O.iy  precrdiiijf;  and  in 
that  of  July  \l\,  that  the  Two  Regiments  were  embarki-ii,  and  tiiat  I  pro- 
pokd  accomp '.nying  1  he  Aligator  and  her  Convoy  cli  ar  of  tiie  Co.iii  of 
America.  I  h.ive  now  the  Honour  to  requell  that  yoii  will  inform  my 
Lords  Cc;n;;vn;oners  of  the  Admiralty,  that  we  failed  hence  the  3d  Julv, 
and  on  tiv  161I),  beino;  in  the  I.atifide  3:'  co,  and  the  Lon-^itude  54  00, 
I  parted  Company  with  Captain  Aftktk  and  the  Convoy  :  It  was  my  In- 
tention, in  mv  Way  back,  to  have  ranged  alona;  t!ie  Coall  of  America,  but 
was  preventeil  by  light  and  contrary  \\'inds,  nt^t  being  able  to  get  nearer  the 
Coait  than  F.iii;hty  Leagues,  in  the  Latitude  37'  oo,  lAhen  I  was  informed  by 
an  Americ.in  Vcliel,  tii;it  1  wol-nnrh  SWps  of  74  Guns,  and  i<"ive  Frigates, 
had  arrived  fro'u  Cape  Francois  with  a  large  Convoy  in  the  Chefapeak.  I 
thought  it  m>  Duty  to  return  here  dirccl  widi  that  Iiitclligence,  ard  I  arriv- 
ed the  5di  of  Auguit.  V\'e  have  fin.e  heard  tla:  tlie  Frencli  Squadron 
arrived  at  \ew  York  tlic  :d  of  AuguH,  aiitl  Hi  "vlaic 'v's  Coniul  G^neril 
nt  Philadelphia  informed  me  that  ,111  Attack  mi;  !it  jiofiibly  be  made  upon 
Halifax  or  Ncwfoundlanii.

SINCE  my  Lert.-i's  of  9th.  September  and  i:th  October,  Duplicates 
of  which  I  have  the  Honour  to  enclofe,  I  have  been  lyin;.!;,  in  Hi^  M.ijdly's 
Ship  under  my  Command,  between  George's  Ifland  and  the  I'.aftern  Bat- 
tery, to  bt  in  Readinefs  to  man  the  Batteries  in  that  Qi^iarter  with  Part  ot" 
mv  Ship's  Company,  in  Ccnlequence  of  Advic.s  received  from  the  Conful 
General  at  Philadelphia,  and  Captain  Armftrong  at  New  York,  corrobo- 
rated by  Information  received  by  his  Excellency  Lieutenant  Governor 
Wi-ntv.orth  from  the  fame  Quarter,  that  Le  Jupiter  wis  new  Manned  and 
Officered,  and  (inftead,  as  was  before  expefted,  that  (he  would  return  to 
France)  had  joined  I^'Eole  of  74  Guns,  Concord  and  Prccieufc  ot  40, 
and  rwo  armed  Brigs,  and  that  they  were  preparing  to  go  upon  f)me 
Expedition  under  the  Command  of  Admiral  Cercey  in  L'EoIe,  fuppofed 
to  the  Northward,  from  the  Qiiantity  of  warm  Cloathing  laid  in;  Mr. 
Bond  fuppofed  againll  Halifax,  or  the  Fiflieries.— To  enfure  the  Safety  of 
this  Place,  Lieutenant  Governor  Wentworth  called  in  about  1 200  of  tlie 
Country  Militia  to  join  the  Two  Battalions  of  the  Town,  but  I  fuppofeit 
they  were  too  well  informed  of  our  Strength  and  Refources  to  r  (k  an 
Attack.  In  order  that  his  Excellency  Sir  Richard  King  fliould  hare  the 
above  Intelligence,  I  thought  it  my  Duty  to  hire  a  fmall  Brigantine(a  Shal- 
lop at  this  Seafon  being  too  fmall)  and  fent  Copies  of  the  Letters  I  received 
from  Mr.  Bond,  the  Conful  Gejieral,  and  Captain  Armftrong,  to  the  Vice 
Admiral  at  St.  John's  the  17th,  and  Duplicates  of  them  the  21ft,  by  a 
Sloop  loaded  with  Cattle;  and  at  the  fame  Time  informed  his  Excel- 
lency that  it  was  conjcftuicd  they  meant  to  intercept  the  Newfoundland 
■Coiivoy.
